bor Relations Act. He explained that 
the purpose would be to end m is­ 
understandings of the law but wTiat 
these are he did not relate.

SIX’ Chairman Urges 
Boost for Business 


WASHINGTON, J une 4—William 
O. Douglas, chairman of the secur­ 
ities commission, urged a substantial 
part of the utility industry today to 
“ unfreeze" capital structures bv re­ 
capitalizing in order to attract new 
money for construction. 
Douglas said in a statement that 
the industry was in a “ dilemma” 
arising from the need for financial 
rehabilitation. 
He declared that the import of 
a “ morass of accumulated unpaid 
diidends ’ amounting to about $4 3 2 ,- 
990,000 “ must be faced.” 
“ They do not appear to have been 
faced even by the industry.” he con­ 
tinued. 
“ In 
effect 
they 
virtually 
forbid equity financing to 
about 
half the 
industry, 
since, plainly 
enough, investors 
will 
not invest 
without the hope of return.” 
Citing his intent 
to 
outline a 
specific program for cooperation be­ 
tween business and government in 
putting finances of a large part of 
the 
utility 
industry 
in 
order. 
Douglas said: 
“ The project is to unfreeze, by 
means of recapitalization, the cap­ 
ital structures of many units of this 
vast industry, substantially a half 
of which is now bogged down in a 
morass 
of 
accumulated 
unpaid 
dividends.

With only a month's figures yet 
to check, the 
deficit, 
excluding 
debt retirements, was $1,412.022.204 
Quarterly 
income 
tax 
payments 
J une 15 probably will bring the fi­ 
nal figure close to the $1.338.000.000 
deficit 
predicted 
by 
President 
Roosevelt. 
In the preceding fiscal year, the 
deficit was $2 800.000,000 
The record peacetime deficit was 
$4.706.000.000 in the 12 months end­ 
ed J une 30, 1936 
Those figures, 
however, were swelled by soldiers 
bonus payments. 
The deficit was reduced in the 
current year by record income tax 
collections. 
Next year, the admin­ 
istration proposes vastly increased 
spending for public 
works 
and 
"pump-priming” and anticipates a 
slig ht drop in revenues.
